The  following  pages  describe  the  collection  of  coins  of  the 
late  R.  B.  Leeds  of  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  whose  accidental  death 
removed  the  oldest  resident  of  that  city  and  an  honored  citizen. 

For  many  years  he  was  an  ardent  collector,  turning  his  at- 
tention the  last  years  of  his  life  to  accumulating  all  the  ex- 
amples he  could  of  certain  dates,  his  especial  hobby  being  1856 
Eagle  Cents  of  which  he  had  109  specimens,  all  of  which  are 
here  offered,  together  with  the  whole  of  the  collection  except 
several  hundred  dollars  worth  of  U.  S.  Silver  coins  which  would 
not  have  paid  the  cost  of  sale. 

This  is  the  greatest  opportunity  Collectors  have  ever  had  to 
acquire  an  1856  Eagle  Cent  and  will  be  a source  of  pleasure  to 
many.
